S.R.O. 69. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Fort 
■William Act, 1881 (13 of 1881), the Chief of the Army Staff, with the sanction 
of {lie Central Government, hereby makes the following rules to amend the 
Fort William Rules, 1901, published with the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Defence, S.R.O. No, 498, dated the 22nd December, 1951, 
namely: — 

1. These rules may be called the Fort William (Amendment) Rules 1905. 

2. In rule 2 of the Fort William Rules, 1S51, for clauses 45 and 40, the fol- 
lowing clauses shall be substituted, namely:— 

“(45) disobeys lawful authority by failing to attend to authorised instruc- 
tions of the Police or of the several sentries posted throughout the 
Fort; 

(46) occupies buildings of any kind without proper allotment; 

(47) allows any unauthorised person to stay inside Fort William in any 

office or quarter; 

(48) stays in or occupies any accommodation/quarters in Fort William 

without proper authority; 

(49) distils or brews liquor or is connected with the same; 

(50) allows or keeps or procures any women for immoral purposes; and 

(51) flies unauthorised flags on any car or taxi or motor vehicle or build- 

ing in Fort William.’’
